“ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, May 12.—(4)— 
All organized Axis resistance in 
Tunisia ceased at 8:15 p. m. to- 
night after the capture of the Ger- 
man commander-in-chief, Colonel 
General Jurgen von Arnim. 11 
other generals, and 1§C,000 enemy 
troops. 

A special communique declared 
that isolated pockets of resistance 
still were active, but the battle 
officially was considered ended. 

Captured today with von Arnim, 
54-year-old tank expert who suc- 
ceeded Marshal Erwin Rommel, 
were Major General Graf von 
Sponeck, commander of the 19th 
light division, and Major General 
P. Roich, commander of the 10th 
Panzer division. 

Von Arnim and most of his staff 
were taken by British armored 
units in a quick clean up of the 
Cap Bon peninsula. 

“It is estimated that the total 
of prisoners captured since May 5 
is about 150,000,” said the special 
bulletin announcing Von Arnim’s 
seizure. 


War Material Taken. 

“Vast quantities of guns and 
war material of all kinds have 
been captured including guns and 
aircraft in a _ service-ble condi- 
tion.” 

Thus six months and four days 
after the American landing in 
North Africa the Battle of Tu- 
nisia had ended in a complete 
triumph—clearing the way for an 
Allied invasion of Europe. 

A nine-mile-wide circle of Axis 
resistance was reported holding 
out in the Zaghouan mountains 
southwest of Cap Bon peninsula, 
but the enemy was in a hopeless 
spot there and was expected to 
surrender or be wiped out quickly. 

Arnim and most of his staff 
were taken by British armored col- 
uimmns sweeping through Cap Bon 
peninsula, 

The capture of 150,000 prison- 
ers in the final eight days of the 
campaign brought to 400,000 the 
number of Axis soldiers taken 
since the fighting began in Africa 
nearly three years ago. 

This represents 11 German and 
26 Italian divisions, and does not 
include dead and wounded. 

The whole North African cam- 


jpaign was estimated to have cost 


the Germans and Italians more 
than 600,000 men in killed, wound- 
ed or captured since the first Axis 
thrust toward the Nile to the final 
debacle on Cap Bon.

| A complete and accurate record 

of the amounts of fats turned in 
by each county will be kept, and 
the results announced period- 
ically. 

If every housewife turns in 
only one-half a tablespoonful of 
fats each day, Georgia would 
easily meet its quota of 108,500 
pounds a month. 


Many housewives, to meet this 
quota, are going to have to do an 
about-face in their attitude to- 
ward the importance of waste 
fats in America’s war effort. Too 
many of them are now attempt 
ing to deceive themselves with 
the thought that because they are 
already knee-deep in defense ac-

aboard American warships is smaller in percentage than it 
was during the first World War, Rear Admiral Luther Shel- 
don Jr., assistant chief of the Navy’s Bureau of Medicine and 


Surgery, said here yesterday. 

In his speech before the Medi- 
cai Association of Georgia at its 
94th annual session, Admiral 
Sheldon went further in his re- 
port of the outstanding achieve- 
ments of the medical profession 
in saving men to fight again. 


Transport of Wounded. 

“Transport of the wounded by 
sir has been adopted with a re- 
sultant saving in life that is al- 
most unbelievable,” he said. “Re- 
ports show that of 4,039 men re- 
ceived aboard a hospital ship aft- 
er removal from the Solomon is- 
lands by air, only seven died. 

“This is a remarkable achieve- 
ment when it is realized that only 
the most seriously wounded were 
evacuated in this way. Practically 
the same percentage holds true in 
the casé of all our advance base 
hospitals. Thus it is seen that if 
@ man survives to reach a field 
hospital, his chance of ultimate 

is excellent.” 

Admiral Sheldon spoke in place 
of Rear Admiral Ross T. Mclin- 
tire, surgeon general of the Navy 
and nal physician to Presi- 
dent a eewelt who was detained 
at the last minute by the arrival 
in Washington of Winston 
Churchill 

Postwar Health. 

In a message delivered by Ad- 
miral Sheldon, Admiral McIntire 
referred to the postwar health 
and medical program, pointing 
out that “during the active pe- 
riod of the war you can safely 
leave to the armed forces the job 
of caring for men in service.” 

“You can rest assured that 
everything will be done to return 
them to civil life in much better 
physical condition than when 
they joined the services,” Ad- 
miral McIntire said in his mes- 
sage. “Our wounded are receiv- 
ing prompt attention and the re- 
sults are astoundingly good. So it 
is to the program of rehabilita- 
tion that we must give serious 
thought. 

“In addition to that a sound 
program that will provide better 
medical and hospital care for 
every citizen in the nation must 
be thought out and presented by 
the medica! profession to our gov- 
ernment. It is my~ considered 
thought that to allow any other 
group to do this would be more 
then unfortunate.” 

Red Cross Praised. 

Admiral Sheldon paid high 
tribute to the Red Cross for its 
ectivity in supplying blood plas- 
ma, adding that the Navy is shift- 
ing over to the use of human 
serum albumin, because plasma 
is difficult to regenerate under

Spotted in Field. 

Ector, carrying a submachine- 
gun, moved cautiously across a 
field and spotted Black. The fu- 
gitive was not aware of the pres- 
ence of the armed detective, but 
was -leisurely strolling across the 
field. Ector changed his direc- 
tion, crouching low, cutting diag- 


onally across the field in an ef- 
fort to head off Black. 

Black, apparently sensing some- 
one was stalking him, ducked for 
cover among some vines. When 
Ector came within about 50 yards 
of his quarry, he raised the sub- 
machinegun to his shoulder and 
shouted for Black to halt and put 
up his hands. Black did not com- 
ply with this command. 


It was then Detective Ector 
opened fire with the submachine- 
gun. Bullets sprayed the ground 
at Black’s feet. Black raised his 
hands skyward and kept them 
there. Ector approached him, and 
asked him if he were armed. 

“Gun No Good Now.”

Men, Women in Armed Forces 


May Get Gas on Furloughs 

An announcement to the men and women in the armed forces 
was made yesterday by OPA. 

All those people who come home on fur- 
loughs or leaves for three or more days will be 
issued gasoline allotments of from one to five 
gallons if other means of transportation are not 
considered adequate for their personal errands by the liocal ration 
board. 

This plan, worked out by Undersecretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, OPA and representatives of the other armed forces, will 
go into effect Friday. 


Gasoline Will Be Issued 


In One Gallon Certificates 

The gasoline will be issued by the boards in one-gallon certifi- 
cates—not regular gasoline ration books. 

In making the provisions, OPA officials pointed out that it was 
being done so that service men and women would be able to make 
necessary personal errands in the limited time they were home. 

OPA emphasized that there was no increase in the supplies of 
either gasoline or rubber to warrant these additional rations for 
furlough travelers. Boards were warned, therefore, that granting 
the rations to service men and women means that they must ex- 
amine all the more carefully requests for supplemental or special 
rations from civilians.

A Step in Democracy 

There is now pending in the United States 
senate a bill known as the Thomas bill, Senate 
Bill 637, which would provide a federal fund 
to be used for the equalization of educational 
opportunity in the various states. 

The bill, safeguarding the freedom of edu- 
cation from political and federal control, con- 
tains a clause which specifically guarantees 
full state and local control of the schools and 
colleges. It is simply a measure to help bring 
to each child in the United States a truer share 
in tthe theories and ideals of democracy, by 
more nearly equalizing opportunity through 
education. 

Today it is unfortunately true that children 
in the financially poorer states suffer serious 
discrimination, in that their states are unable 
to bring to them that quality of schooling 
which children in the richer states enjoy. This 
situation is aggravated by the fact that it is 
universally true that the number of children 
per family is much higher in the poorer States, 
thus again lowering the amount of tax moneys 
available, per capita, for the children in school. 

The only way this injustice can be remedied 
is by federal appropriation for an equalization 
fund, whereby the taxpayers of the richer states 
would contribute to herp the poorer states 
improve their schools to a level nearer that 
enjoyed by their wealthier sister states. 

So long as the accident of birth dooms mil- 
lions of American children to such restricted 
educational opportunity, the basic principle of 
American democracy, equality of opportunity 
for all, is flatly denied in the most important 
of all services to the citizen, that of basic edu- 
cation for meeting the problems of life. 

A child so handicapped can never, through- 
out its entire life as an adult, enjoy the equal- 
ity of opportunity which is proclaimed in the 
foundations of our form of government. 

Nor must it be imagined that, in thus 
contributing to the better education of children 
in other states, the richer states are not bene- 
fiting themselves. More than half the native 
citizens of this country spend their adult lives 
in states other than those in whieh they were 
born. It thus becomes true that the migratory 
habits of Americans make most of us, in actual 
fact, more truly citizens of the nation than we 
are citizens of the individual states. Thus the 
illy educated child may well become the respon- 
sibility of a far distant state when he is a man. 

The Thomas Bill provides for only $300,000,- 
000 to be put into the proposed educational 
equalization fund. This is a small amount in 
proportion to the extent of the problem, but 
it is a beginning. It will, if passed, mark a 
long step forward in the progress of the nation 
toward realization of that democracy we have 
always acclaimed but of which we have as yet 
fallen far ghort in practice. 

True democracy calls for the removal of 
all inequities in all relationships between the 
citizen and the social order under which he 
lives. 

Nothing is more important than the re- 
moval of inequities in education, inequities 
which doom children of one state or section 
to lifelong handicap in their participation in 
the competitive struggle for survival and suc- 
cess.

The announced plan of the Pennsylvania 
Central Airlines for the construction, after the 
war, of giant “seadromes” floating in the At- 
lantic, to be used at landing fields and air bases 
for transocean aircraft, provides a startling 
glimpse at the world of the near future which 
will come with dramatic force to most Ameri- 
cans. 

Yet the idea is far from new. Ever since 
the development of heavier-than-air flying 
craft, engineers have visioned sucn a system 
to make safe airborne traffic over the wide 
weas of ocean. 

The type of seadrome proposed now is said 
to be so large and so constructed it would be 
not only immune to the worst storms the ele- 
ments could bring about, but also there would 


be neither roll nor pitch to the islands of steel. 
Hotels for the comfort of travelers are, even, 
visualized as built upon these artificial islands. 

It is a challenging vision, a startling picture 
of conditions which may become routine to 
everyday life in the new world coming after 
the war is won.

Close Partnership 


# The arrival of Prime Minister Winston 


Churchill, accompanied by a staff of military 
strategists, in this country for further confer- 
ences with President Roosevelt and American 
war leaders, demonstrates once again that the 
two great English-speaking nations are work- 
ing in closest possible co-operation for the utter 
defeat of their foes of the Axis nations. 


Speculation as to the detailed purposes of 
the present meetings is futile. It would be 
wildest folly if the plans made at such confer- 
ences were given to the public. That would be 
playing directly into the hands of the enemy. 


However, commentators have stuck close to 
the obvious in surmising the chief discussions 
at Washington will deal with the coming in- 
vasion of Axis Europe. To say that plans for 
such an invasion have not already been worked 
out would be absurd. We know that in the 
highest circles of Allied strategy and in the 
headquarters of the combined military and 
naval staffs, invasion blueprints must have 
been worked out months ago. 

The quick victory in Tunisia, giving us 
unchallenged control of all Africa and dom- 
inance over the Mediterranean, brings the day 
of invasion very near. We, the average men 
and women of America, do not know what hour 
we shall read dispatches telling the landing 
of Allied troops at one or more points of the 
European mainland. 


Whatever the decisions to be made at the 
Roosevelt-Churchill conference now underway 
in Washington, the closeness in co-operation 
and the harmony of joint planning between 
our own leaders and those of the British 
peoples should serve to strengthen our faith 
in ultimate victory and our determination to 
fight until the enemies are completely crushed.

Will Require Adjustments 
It is self-evident that the action of the 
Atlanta Board of Education in voting earlier 
hours for the opening of the schools, beginning 
next fall, will require readjustment in the 
“staggered hours” system which has, so far, 
proved highly effective in solving the city’s 

wartime problem of public transportation. 


It cannot be denied that, by changing the 
school opening hour from 9:45 a. m. to 9 o’clock, 
thousands of children will require streetcar 
and bus transportation at the same time that 
the majority of adult workers are traveling to 
their jobs. This situation will probably be 
further aggravated, by fall, by thousands of 
Atlantans who will then be employed at the 
giant Bell Bomber plant and who will thus add 
to the transportation difficulties. 


The “staggered hours” system, under which 
different classifications of business start their 
day at different hours, thus spreading the 
load of workers using the cars and buses, has 
worked splendidly. It was. worked out by the 
Chamber of Commerce when gasoline rationing 
forced many who had driven their own cars to 
the city daily, to depend upon public trans- 


‘portation vehicles. 


At that time, the schools co-operated by 
making their opening hours later. The board 
of education now proposes to change back to 
the earlier hour in order to permit older stu- 
dents who are capable of employment to accept 
positions after school hours in the afternoons. 

Undoubtedly the merchants of the city are 
suffering a serious shortage of workers and 
undoubtedly the school plan will prove of great 
assistance, especially during rush seasons such 
as the weeks preceding Christmas. 

It simply places a new problem before trans- 
portation officials who, unable to secure addi- 
tional equipment in wartime, must so use what 
they have to provide for all who must ride.

WHERE INVASION? WASHINGTON, May 12.—Final defeat 
of the Axis forces in Tunisia has opened 
the way for an Allied invasion of Europe. Where and when the 
blow will be struck is now the uppermost question in the public 
mind. No one outside of the Allied high command can give the 
answer, but the most intensive speculation 

exists. 

By clearing the Axis out of their last re- 
maining stronghold .in Africa, the Allies are 
given an additional thousand miles or more of 
coastline to use as a springboard in launching 
the grand assault on Hitler. 

It is to be presumed that shortly we will be 
in full control of the Mediterranean, enabling 
us to strike at one of a dozen points of the 
European underside. It may be necessary to 
clean up most of the major islands in the area 
first, but this task should be simplified by the 
fall of Tunisia. 

> ae Hitler evidently looked upon our invasion 
of Africa as the forerunner of a move to at- 
tack his European fortress through the Mediterranean. Otherwise 
it is inconceivable he would have deliberately sacrificed a quarter 
<< million men in what was never anything more than a delaying 
ction. | 
He needed the time to build up his southern European fortifi- 
cations against the day when we might strike there. Until we 
moved into North Africa last November all‘of his preparations had 
been on the Atlantic side. Vast defensive works had been thrown 
up all the way from Norway to the Spanish border in France. 
During the-six months since November we must suppose he has 
extended these works to the Mediterranean as well. 


FOUGHT FOR TIME That was the one controlling aim of the 
5 vigorous resistance put up by Axis 
forces in Africa—to delay us until their fortifications could be built. 
While circumstances thus point to Africa being used as the 
springboard for the main attack on Europe, there are other reasons 
for believing the assault will not take this direction at all, except 
perhaps as a collateral move. Military observers who have studied 
the technique employed by the Allies in the battle of Tunisia see 

in it the cue to an invasion on an entirely different front. 
As a result, predictions are now

being made in some well-informed 


military quarters that, when the invasion of Europe is undertaken, 
it will be launched not from the Mediterranean or against Norway, 
but atywhat is regarded to be the strongest point of Hitler’s forti- 
fications: that: section of France or Holland which lies directly 
across the English channel. 

The cue afforded by the battle of Tunisia is found in the devas- 
tating work of Allied air forces after gaining undisputed supremacy 
over the Germans. Heavily fortified and mined areas which the 
Germans counted on to hold us back at strategical points were 
pulverized by one of the greatest demonstrations of air power the 
war has yet seen. 

When our bombers got through working the area over. there 
wasn't a living thing to stop us. Aerial bombs were exploded every 
few square yards. This destroyed the mine fields as well as every 
other form of resistance the Germans had devised. After the bom- 
bardment our tanks and men were able to go through the strongly 
defended area as though it were nothing more than a plowed field. 


GROUND PREPARATION That, it is said, is precisely the 

way we will prepare the ground 
for an invasion of the continent. It doesn’t matter what fortifica- 
tions Hitler has built on the European side of the English channel, 
nor to what depths they extend. So long as we have undisputed 
air supremacy we will be able to pulverize an area sufficiently 
large to lay down an invasion force. 

Apparently the Allies now have the necessary degree of air 
superiority. Hitler, for more than a year now, has been carefully 
hoarding his air resources against the day when he will need it to 
Oppose an invasion. With all of his hoarding, however, no one 
believes his Luftwaffe is equal to the occasion. 


EASIER ON SHIPPING Despite the fact that France and 
Holland are supposed to be the 


most strongly fortified points on the Atlantic side of the continent, 
there are many reasons why it would be far more preferable to 
launch the invasion here. The most important of these is shipping. 
To supply an invasion force stemming from the Mediterranean, 
a vast amount of tonnage would be necessary—infinitely greater 
than would be involved in the narrow passage across the English 
channel. Something of the same thing would be true if the second 
front were established in Norway, a distance of several hundred 
miles from the nearest English bases. . 


COULD USE BARGES er across the channel to France or 


olland we could transport most of 
our men and supplies by landing barges, if necessary. These fast 
shallow-draft boats are invulnerable to submarine attack and are 
capable of negotiating any kind of waters. They are made to order 
for that kind of an expedition. 

It may or may not be significant that we have been building 
them by the hundreds, and that congress just the other day was 
asked to appropriate more than a billion dollars additional for 
further barge construction of the kind. 

In the light of all the known factors, it may not be a bad guess 
to place the scene of the second front in France or the Low Coun- 
tries. Our combined air forces can be relied upon, it seems, to 
pulverize an area sufficiently large to lay down an invading army 
with no more than minimum costs. And, once our men get on the 
other side, they can be relied on to hold their own against any- 
thing the Germans have to offer. We showed that in Tunisia.

The letter from Mr. Seaton says

Mr. Seaton, “that Yablonski lives 
in a family relationship with his 
wife and two minor children born 
well within the limits as prescrib- 
ed by selective service for depend- 
ents.”

The myth dies with it. 

True, we had the more planes, the more tanks. 

It is the first time we have had them.

But the fact remains that men who win fame and power are not 
a distinct kind of men, but, with some exceptions, ordinary men who 
happened to be present when Destiny needed them and grew up to 
their job by working at it. 

This does not mean that every man, if given opportunity, can 
become a successful general or statesman or scientist. "In all eco- 
nomic and social groups there are men too timid or too lazy to try, 
and others too dumb to succeed. 

Even those born with every advantage may fail when the test 
comes. One may graduate from Harvard and rise to a place of great 
responsibility and then prove worthless in a crisis because he hasn't 
a lick of common sense. He got so far because nothing happened to 
test his ability and there was no authority along the line to measure 
his I Q. Titled British colonials failed tragically. when their test 
came, and some of our own big shots proved equally worthless. 
All were stuffed shirts, who had neither earned their power nor 
grown up to it. : 

But there is abundant evidence that any man of good sense and 
courage and energy, if called upon to handle a big job, can learn 
by doing and make good. Consider the common workers and peas- 
ants of Russia, nearly all of them uneducated, who rebuilt and 
guided that great nation. Their ideas are an abomination to us, 
~_ a incredible efficiency is a demonstrated fact. They learned 

y doing. 

We are inclined to regard the fathers of our country as inspired 
men, whose like we never have seen. But scores of men now living, 
and others living then, doubtless could have done as well if op- 
portunity and interest had given them the task. The builders of 
America were not supermen to their neighbors and fellow workers. 

The whole point is that the job makes the man. It can’t give 
brains to a fool, but any smart man who tackles it will learn to 
handle it. 

That will seem heresy to hero-worshipers, and to all stuffed 
shirts, but history supports it. The great man is a common guy who 
was there when needed, took the job, and became an expert by 
working at it.

When air raid sirens split the night over Allied force 
headquarters, | used to groan and remind myself that clean- 
liness is next to godliness and Americans next to fanatics in 


their determination to be clean. 


This is not the non sequitur it 
seems. For the local “Waldorf-As- 
oma’ in which most of the Ameri- 
ean correspondents were housed 
when in allied force headquarters 
in the primary target area. 
Two apartment houses directly 
seross the street from the hotel 
were already gutted by direct 
somb hits which had also succeed- 
ed in taking all the windows out 
ef the west side of the hotel. 

But the W.-A. was the only hotel 
‘ town that boasted hot water 
daily—even if for but two hours 
All of us fought like tigers to re- 
‘sain there whenever a sudden 
wave of generals or admirals 
threatened to rank us right out of 
home on “Bomb Bay.” 
Refuses To Leave Hotel. 

Nothing could persuade even me 
to budge from the hotel after that 
memorable night when an Axis 
raider dropped six 500-pound 
bombs only 150 yards away. Even 
as the hotel and I rocked on our 
respective foundations and as plas- 
‘er and glass covered my bed, I 
remembered that daily bath.

To wit: That only two or three 
Southeastern Conference schools will play intercollegiate 
football! in the fall. 

Georgia isn’t listed among the schools figured 

likely to play. 

But it’s no good bet that Georgia won't be among 
those that play a regular schedule. 

Georgia is going ahead with plans to play, using 17- 
year-olds and other students who can make the grade. 

Alabama, with a great football background, is not 
figuring on giving up without a struggle. 

There are, in fact, at least six schools that will continue 
to play if it is at all within the realms of possibility. Count 
L. S. U. in this group. 

Two definitely are going to play and with no equivoca- 
tions involved. These two are Georgia Tech and Tulane. 
They have naval units and reasonably expect to recruit a 
number of boys who know their way around in football. 
They will fill in with whatever other players are left. 

As far as Southeastern Conference plans, as a 
whole, are concerned, there is a strong possibility that 
something of a definite nature will come out of the 
annual conference track meet at Birmingham this 
week. 

All the coaches plan to be there and football will be 
possibly a more absorbing subject than track. 

Some of the schools may make a definite decision then. 
On the other hand, they may continue a “wait and see” 
policy. This is the most logical step. 


" " Lawrence Perry was writ-
